Tre demand that all traffic in Alcoholic 
Beverages, as such, be prohibited by law, 
rests on the assumption that Alcohol is es- 
sentially poisonous. However disguised, or 
concealed, or dituted, the one element in 
these liquids which causes Intoxication is 
inevitably a foe tothe physical well-being 
of Man. From this premise, it by no means 
follows that it should never be administered 
in sickness, since many if not most deadly

Tue world of men has been always in 
revolution.

than their dogmas. It is antiquarian labor 
to go back and demelish a wall over which 
you have climbed. It can hinder you no 
more, yet it mars the landseape and ob- 
structs the highway. It makes cleaner and 
more consistent work to blew up church 
canons that have been spiked long ago. 

Subjects are seriously discussed to-day to 
question which would have cost one tribu- 
lation a few years since. In the year 1859 
a member was, by a vote of fourteen to 
three, excommunicated from the New-York 
City Church of the Puritans, which was 
then absorbed in the blessed service of 
preaching freedom," for” (as a journal of 
the day reported it) “denying that there 
was any divine authority for sabbatically 
observing the first day of the week.” The 
churches would hardly have time to attend 
to such a matter to-day. There is a chain 
in which appear as honored links such 
names as Whately, Baxter, Luther, Melanc- 
thon, Calvin, and so on back through the 
Fathers to the Apostles, that is really ex- 
cinded from the church by such a sentence.

This may serve to illustrate the 
sort of revolution in which we live, and 
suggests the way to aid it. Men have an 
instinctive sympathy, by which, when a 
truth is diseovered to them, they can say, 
“ This is nothing new ; any one would have 
known that, if he had only thought; possi- 
bly a memory of pre-existent purity.” This 
general recognition of a truth as an old 
friend is ever truth’s coronation service. 
For example, this man has read and heard 
many times that “God so loved the world 
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be alike in feature, in complexion, and cul- 
ture. Each sect, with wondrous self-denial, 
hes commanded all men everywhere to 
come to it and be saved. Men are saved, if 
saved at all, as passengers are from sinking 
shipe—just as they happen to be—in all sorts 
of garments or in no garment. They are 
dried and dressed up afterward. As well 
shout out to Nature and say, “Hush this 
jargon and confusion, this warring of inter- 
ests, this fight between vegetation and grav- 1 
itation, between fire and water, land and 
sea, light and darkness! Are you not all 
children of the same Father? Well, 
then, I will make you all alike.” 

This would no sooner destroy the physi- 
cal universe than absolute similarity would 
the intellectual and moral. There are two 
ways in which the question of unity and 
charity may be solved: One by combining 
on grand vital principles, abolishing shibbo- 
leths forever; the other, by dividing and 
subdividing, until each man has a sect of his 
own, and the church is reduced to its orig- 
inal atoms. And there in the independence 
of each you would find the unity of all. If
